CAMP RUMBOLD, NEVADA, Mo., July 9. 


N the dazzled eyes of this city’s femininity, a

For all the 1600 men encamped here during the past 
week and due to remain a week longer are officers, 
either commissioned or ‘“‘non-coms.""

Dr. C.. H. Hughes, alienist end neu- 
rologist, who complains of the night 
noises made by joy riders and other 
pests, which banish sleep from the eyes 
of tired mortals, should diseipline his 
mind, according to the views of a 
woman who lives on Washington ave- 
nue near the city limits. She says 
Dr. Hughes and Mrs. E. J. Graham and 
others who find fault with the night. 
noises are made nervous by allowing: 
their minds to be concentrated on things 
tHat are disagreeable to them. ‘This 
woman Whe give her name but does 
not desire it published, has written to 
the Post-Dispatch about it. 

Here ig her letter: 

“After reading the statements of 
Dr. Hughes in the different papers 
I must say that I do not agree with 
either Dr. Hughes or Mrs. E. J, 
Graham. I think that so-called 
nervousness is simply allowing the 
mind to concentrate on certain things 
disagreeable to them. They retire 
with the theught in mind that they 
cannot sleep on account of pasging 
autemobiles, delivery wagons and 
even roosters crowing. They actually 
watch for certain things to annoy 
them, and would be disappointed if 
they did not hear them. I believe 
every one can adapt themselves to 
their environment. A great many 
things have happened in my life to 
convince me. I know of a fact that 
if we made up our minds not tq 
allow certain things to trouble us, 
we cease to think ef them. 

A friend of mine was distressed on 
account of her daughter being! so 
very nervous. She had tried several! 
specialists, but it seemed they could 
not help her. I told her to send the 
child to me for a while. Oh, no, not 
while I lived in a noisy city like St. 
Louis. But I finally persuaded her. 
After the child had been with us a 
few days I talked to her and told 
her she seemed to be a strong, 
healthy girl, and very bright; that 
nervousness was simply 8& weak . 
mind, not to say anything e@bout it © 
before my friends. I just led her to 
think I would be ashamed ef it. Stie 
seemed to watch fherself after that 
and at times would take me in a 
room alone and ask me if I noticed 
her acting nervous. I assured her 
that her mind was all right, and that 
she must think only of what is 
pleasant and, beautiful and not let 
little things bother her. She never 
has been troubled with nervousness 
since. 

“Another case: A friend, of mine 
ran away from home when quite @« 
boy and happened to find a position 
on a railroad. He spent all his life 
in the railroad business and became 
quite a prominent man. He general- 
ly lived mear the station and was 
here in St. Louis a number of years. 
Several years ago he retired from 
business Mife-and built a home in a 
country town.

Marshall to promote his boom 
for the Democratic nomination for 
President. If his name is presented 


to the convention it will not be at 
his suggestion. 

“I have been accused lately by the 
Republicans of attempting to build 
a machine to run: the affairs of the 
party in this State,” said the Gov- 
ernor. “The Republicans can’t point 
to a single appointment I havée made 
for that purpose. I have no use for 
@ political machine. And if I had 
one the people would smash it within 
a very short time. This is not 4a 
good time for machines. The people 
are aroused against them, and will 
be, in my opinion, for the next few 
years.” 

The Governor is confident that the 
situation has been improved from a 
Democratic standpoint in Indiana by 
the breaking down of the control of 
National Committeeman Taggart’s 
machine. While there has been no 
open break between Marshall and 
Taggart it is said that Taggart and 
his firends are very bitter over the 
“Governor's victory, and will refuse 
to- help him as a presidential can- 
didate. There are rumors now of a 
secret alliance between Taggart and 
the Democrats to promote Harmon’s 
candidacy for the presidency. 


Masses for Him. 

f It is no secret that the Taggart 
contingent, which controlled the plat- 
form committee at the recent State 
convention cut out a plank indorsing 
Marshall for President. But the 
Governor's friends say the masses of 
the party are for him and that they 
will have their way when the time 
comes, in spite of the Taggart ma- 
chine. 

In spite of the talk that perfect 
harmony exists among Indiana Dem- 
ocrats there are signs of discord 
among the leaders. Because of the 
chargé of John W. Kern, Vice-Presi- 
dential nominee in. 1908,.that he was 
defeated for the Senate two years ago 
because the brewers bribed eight 
Democratie legislators, It Is said that 
Senator Shively is averse to taking 
the stump in his behalf. 

Kern has paved the way for a truce 
by eulogizing Shively puDMcly as 
one of the greatest men in the State, 
although he previously said he was 
the attorney for the brewery com- 
bine. 

The Republican press is demand- 
ing that Kern, Shively and Marshall 
clear up the charges that Shively 
owes his election to bribery. It is 
said that the -Governor and Kern 
have decided:.to ignore that matter, 
but that Shively feels that ifn fair- 
ness to him it ought to be cleared up. 
The Republicans are planning to 
force Kernfi to talk on the subject by 
having men ask him during his 
speeches to give the. names of the 
eight legislators who he alleges were 
bribed. 

Betting Against Beveridge. 

Even money is still being offered 
here that Senator Beveridge will not 
be re-elected. It is predicted that 
neither Beveridge nor Kern will be 
the choice of the next legislative 
caucus for the Senate. The talk is 
that former Vice-President Fair- 
banks may be brought out as a “dark 
horse” if the Republicans gain con- 
trol of the Legislature. Mr. Fair- 
banks’ former managers are getting 
into the political game in many 1lo- 
calities. It is said that they have 
nominated a dozen legislative candi- 
dates and that they will try to bring 
about a deadlock against Beveridge.

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WHY WABE IS OBSOLETE. 
» War between civilized nations is obsolete be- 
cause.it no longer pays. This is the message of 
Norman Angell, an American who has resided in 
Europe for some years and who nas started a 
serious discussion by the publication of a little 
book entitled “Europe’s Optical Delusion.” 
There is a widespread belief that modern war 
has its excusé {in the demands of commerce for 
expansion. In other words, that armies, and 
especially navies, are indispensable to “trade.” 
This delusion was badly expressed in an English 
newspaper under the influence of the anti-Ger- 
man scare. Said the writer: 
“If Germany were extinguished tomorrow, 
there is not an Englishman in the world who 
would not the day after tomorrow be the richer. 
Nations have fought for years over a city or 
right of succession. Must tHey not fight for two 
hundred and fifty million pounds of yearly com- 
merce?” 

Most sensible people will agree with Mr. Angel! 
in characterizing this as something “which ought 
to be as offensive to educated folk as a defense 
of astrology or witchcraft,” 

Other British papers indulged im visions of 
German armies looting the Bank of England. Mr. 
Angell shows that so intimately interwoven are 
the finances of the nations that the banks of 
Germany would fall along with the Bank of En- 
gland, and the bank accounts of Germans, in- 
cluding that of the generalissimo engaged in the 
looting of London, would be swept away in such 
an event. 

But, infestead of advancing German trade, the 
conquest of Britain by German arms would wipe 
out a tremendous part of that trade. And so of 
every nation engaged in conflict. Even the na- 
tions at peace would not permanently profit from 
war. 

Instead of building up trade, the great navies 
of Europe have been a detriment to it. The 
prosperity of the smaller nations which have. no 
navies and very small armies is greater than 
that of the armed great nations. ‘The trade per 
capita of the smal] nations is in excess. of the 
trade of the great ones.” And the small nations 
are more secure in their trade. So much so that 
the world’s financiers have decided, by their in- 
vestments, that “the funds of the undefended 
nation are more secure than the funds of one 
defended by colossal armaments.” 

Mr. Angell has discovered that all the bank- 
ers and financiers are of his point of view, and 
that not a single statesman or thinker can ad- 
vance any argument which would overturn the 
principles he sets forth. War has come to be 
a logical absurdity, but current political ideas 
and phraseology have not kept paee with the 
march of events that has made it so. 
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Any Republican speaker who casually mentions 
the tariff and the high cost of living in the same 
breath will very properly and very promptly be 
denounced as a traitor and kicked out of the 


party. 
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BUSINESS METHODS. 

Birmingham, Ala., has yoted overwhelmingly in 
favor of the commission plan of municipal gov- 
ernment and Baltimore is the last large city to 
take it under serious advisement. Birmingham 
wants a business system. Baltimore is wii te 
a corrective measure. 

It is in illustration of the dual appeal of the 
commission plan. One city turns to it to gain 
economy and a centralization of responsibility; 
the other sees in it a means of ridding itself of 
the spoilsmen and political barnacles. 

The people have, come to the conclusion that 
municipal government is a business enterprise. 
They turn to the commission plan in cities for 
that reason. This gives rise to the hope that 
‘presently the people may reach the conclusion 
that the state is also a business enterprise and 
eventually they will believe that running the na- 
tion is a business enterprise also. The city is 
close to the people. If it is run extravagantly 
or corruptly they pay directly for the extrava- 
gance or the corruption. The state is farther 
away and for incompetent administration they 
pay less directly. But the national government 
is farther away still and they don’t.feel the pen- 
alties they must pay for extravagance. and cor- 
ruption in its conduct. But if a city can be bet- 
tered by the induction of business methods, 
how great would be the improvement in the na- 
tion if business methods could be utilized to save 
evén the $300,000,000 a year which Senator Al- 
drich admitted is wasted. And it could be done 
without. changing the form of government at all. 
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Mexico and the United States are about to sign 
a treaty to regulate the flight of aeroplanes be 
tween the two countries. It is proposed to have 
airships registered and compel them to make 
landings at the boundary. Many persons believe 
that aerial navigation will end war. Perhaps it 
will serve an equally valuable purpose by ending 
the robber tariff. 
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CHEAPENING ILLUMINATION. 
The best electric lights are growing cheaper, 


but not cheap enough to satisfy Manhattan, Kan., 
which has telegraphed its expectation that before 
frost Prof. J. O. Hamilton will know all about the 
manufacture of the cheapest light in the world. 
Tnis is the light of the “lightning bug.” 
Whether he has reaa Fenelon and Cyril of Jeru- 
salem or not, ‘Prof. Hamilton is proceeding tc in- 
vestigate fireflies on the theory that the science 
of Edison is clumsy compared to the science no 
one has yet learned from the commonest things 
of life.

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AVOIDING THE LAW. 

With the news of the outcome of the “bleached 
flour’’.case comes characteristic information as to 
the probable action of the millers. So far are 
they from satisfied with the verdict that their 
electrically treated flour is adulterated and a 
harmful food product that they are reported to 
be already devising ways to avoid the law and 
they are also advertising the probable. penalties 
the wheat-grower will suffer because a jury of 
12 men, after hearing the evidence, decided that 
the public health is more important than com- 
mercial gain. 

It. is a salient feature of some of our business 
morality that it is perfectly legitimate to poison | 
people if there is profit in it. It is perfectly 
proper to kill and maim them if avoidance of in- 
juries is to bé purchased at the price of viaducts, 
fenders, new rails or perfect roadbeds. If cor- 
rectly reported, the millers whose business is 
affected by the bleached flour verdict are of this 
view. Their disgust with a law designed to con- 
serve the public health and forbid deception in 
the branding of foods is first expressed in terms 


of loss to the farmers. The wheat growers of the 
Southwest are to lose some $15,000,000 a year 


because wheat must be honestly transformed into 
flour by approved processes and without chemical 
treatment. The idea is presumably to secure the 
sympathy of the farmers in their scheme to avoid 
the law. Furthermore, they purpose—r it is inti- 
mated that they purpose—to send unbleached flour 
from the states where bie@ehing is forbidden into 
the states where bleaching is not forbidden, and 
there have it bleached and unloaded on the con- 
sumer, to the detriment of his health. 

The millers in the case may have been misrep- 
resented. We hope they have been. But it !s 
so typically American and modern to resént the 
interference of law with commercial enterprises 
that there is justification for suspicion. Of the 
morals of the case the millers seem to have 
taken_no account at all. An economical process 
of making flour alluring fn appearance has been 
found. To use the process is to increase profits. 
Anything that increases profits is desirable. The 
public health, like the public safety, is a mere 
incident. And yet business men wonder why peo- 
ple make so much disturbance about the immor- 
alities of the commercial code of big business. 
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Since the late Henry T. Kent has been a citizen 
of St. Loufs he has devoted a part of his energy 
and ability to the promotion of the public wel- 
fare, nearly all of the time out of public office. 
This is an excellent definttion and exemplifica- 
tion of the good citizen, 
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TESTING THE WATER SUPPLY. 

The’ United States Geological Survey has per- 
formed a valuable service by testing the waters 
of the various streams of the country to deter- 
mine their utility for commercial purposes as 
well as their safety for drinking. A report just 
issued covers the State of Illinois, water having 
been taken daily for one year from 27 points on 
streams in the State. 

The average consumption of water fn cities 
ranges from 50 to 150 gallons daily per .capita, 
while the quantity used for drinking is about 
one-half gallon. Water may be wholesome for 
drinking and yet have minerals in it that make 
it costly for use in laundries and factories. Rail- 
roads have spent much money experim&nting and 
in treating water to make it less injurious to 
boilers, while factories often find it profitable to 
treat water chemically or establish their own 
filtration plants. 

The results of the Illinois investigation will 
enable cities to determine the probable purity of 
available sources of water supply.

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THE DRIVING PROCESS. 

The War Department’s order against Sunday 
baseball on the Fort Banks reservation near Bos- 
ton is accepted as a disastrous defeat for the 
forces which “attack the New England Sab- 
bath.”

The answer from the Colonel commanding is 
that Sunday ball is stopped by orders and that 
orders never give reasons. It has been learned 
in other ways that five hundred of the lest 
citizens sent petitions to the War Department 
demanding that the Oolonel commanding be 
ordered to drive the Sabbath-breakers off the 
reservation and keep them off. 

In this typical case, what else is to be done? 
The Sabbath-breakers are driven off the reserva- 
tion. They can be driven off as far as official 
authority can reach them. When they are driven 
as far as they can be forced to go, they are 
further than ever from the ideai of goodness, held 
by those who do the driving. 

After having everything its own way tor cen- 
turies, the driving process has nothing to show 
now except failures which are supposed to call 
for more driving. Why not try something else?

It was @ flittering pageant. The air was filled 


with the music of forty bands; 700 banners! of all 
colors, sizes and designs floated above the steadily 
marching women, and, instead of the somber garb 
of the past few weeks, bright summer dresses 
were worn. Variety was lent to thé scene by the 
presence of cnbeeeniae women in their academic 
robes and by the beautiful garlands of flowers 
carried by fhe, majority of the marchers.

When the Post-Dispatch correspondent sent his 
card to Mrs. Taft at the Esplanade Hotel he 
fovrd her ready for her journey.

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ASSASSIN: LIVES 
WELL IN PRISON 


Slayer of the Empress Elizabeth 
Has Comfortable Cell and 
Little Work.

LONDON, July 9.—It has often been stated 
that Luigi Luccheni, who murdered the 
Empress Elizabeth of Austria in 1898, had either 
died in prison from the effects of the severities 


to which he was.subjected or was hopelessly in- 
sene and chained in a dungeon. Harry de Windt 
of the Daily Express contributes to that paper 
the result of a visit he made to the assassin 
Wednesday, showing that the prisoner is leading 
an enjoyable, almost a luxurious life, in the old 
prison of Geneva known as L’Eveche. He is in 
excellent health. — 

It was as a delegate to the Paris Penal Congress 
that De Windt was allowed to talk with Luccheni, 
who has seen no one except prison officials for 
years. De Windt found-him in a Nght, airy 
ward overlooking the lake. He is employed at 
beok binding, but this is voluntary, as he need 
not work unless he is so disposed. _He was cheer- 
fully and amicably chatting with other con- 
victs. 

He has never been in a dark cell except for 
three short periods for refractory conduct, one 
of which was a recent attempt to stab the gov- 
ernor of the prison with a weapon he had secret- 
ly fashioned from a sardine can. He told De 
Windt he was extremely well. He has an abund- 
ant diet, a pint of wine and four cigarettes dally. 

De Windt described Luccheni as a sallow-faced, 
sturdy little man, with dark, restless eyes and 
@ perpetual, sinister smile. He constantly feigns 
insanity, but succeeds poorly. His intelligence is 
above the average. He reads much, especially 
the works of Montesquie, Rosseau and Dickens. 
He has a large cell, a comfortable bed, a writing 
table, well filled bookcase and electric light. The 
walls of his cell are covered with picture post- 
cards, including portraits of European sovereigns, 
notably the Kings of England, Spain and Italy. 
De Windt was astonished to fin nd among those 
portraits those of the Emperor Francis Joseph 
and of the Empress Elizabeth, the woman he 
killed, 

These had not been noticed by the governor of 
the prison who, when De Windt called his atten- 
tion to them, tore them down and destroyed them. 
De Windt raised the question whether the brutal, 
senseless slayer of the universally beloved Em- 
press is being adequately punished.

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Receivers Say $353,112 in Notes Given in Pay- 
ment for Assurance Companies’ Stock Prob- 
ably Not Worth Trouble Necessary to Collect. 





Harry B. Gardner, as fiscal agent 


of the Continental Assurance Co. and 


International Firg Assurance Co., col- 


lected 24 per cent commissions on al- 


leged sales of stock: totalling $5607,- 
012.89, on which the companies never 
did and never will realize a penny, 
according to Receiver Matt. G. Reyn- 
olds yesterday. 

This sum of more than half a mil- 
lion dollars is listed among the as- 
sets of the company as “bills receiv- 
able,” and consists of upwards of 
1000 individual notes, mostly 
cured, given in payment for stock. 
Of the total, $353,112.59 is past due 
and unpaid. Receiver Reynolds says 
he does not consider the value of the 
entire batch of notes such as would 
justifv the expense of attempting to 


ecllect them. 
The transaction was this: Whenever 


Gardher induced anyone te buy stock 
and give his note for the purchase, 
whether unsecured or not and whether 
due in a month or two years, he at once 
credited himself with a 24 per cent com- 
Mission in cash on the deal, although 
it was, except in cases when a first 
payment of cash was made, a paper 
transaction. 

Selden P. Spencer, attorney for 
Gardner, not only admits that his 
client took for himself or distrib- 
uted among his agents large commis- 
sions upon these uncompleted sales, 
but defends the transaction as en- 
tirely legitimate. 

But Reynolds has iedeitien suit against 
Gardner to recover $170,299 of the com- 
missions, the hearing being set for to- 
morrow morning. 

Reynolds says that the minutes of 
the directors of the company show no 
resolution specifically grapting this 
compensation to Gardnef. Spencer re- 
plies that Gardner acted under authori- 
ty of his contract, awarding him 24} 
per cent commissions on every sub- 
scription for stock. 


Directors Object.

Delegates and Mayor Asked 
to Confer, With View of 
Immediate Action, 











President Gundlach of the City. Coun- 
cil has invited Mayor Kreismann and 
members. of the.Hotsé of Delegates to 
a conference at 2 p. m. tomorrow in 
hopes of insuring their concurrence in 
the postponement of the }Municipal As- 
sembly for the summer vacation until 
after the proposition of the Manufac- 
turers’ Railway to build railroad ap- 
proaches has had consideration. The

Copies of the Busch road’s proposal 
in its definitive form.have been given 
to the Mayor, Speaker Rombauer, 
President Reber and City Counselor 
Walther so that they will be prepared 
to suggest changes and amendments. 
These drafts of the contract were re- 
ceived from Attorneys Schnurmacher 
and Kirby vesterday, but Councilmen 
Schutz.and Schneiderhahn declined to 
permit them to be seen until after to- 
morrow’s conference. 

Members of the Council are loudly 
disclaiming any intention of exclud- 
ing Speaker Rombauer and his as- 
sociates in the House from confer- 
ences between Councilmen and repre- 
sentatives of the Manufacturers’ 
Railway. 

Delegates Plan Vacations, 

An attempt to ignore the House 
was charged by Speaker Rombauer, 
Delegate Hildenbrandt and Delegate 
Igoe—the latter two of whom are 
members of the special joint com- 
mittee appointed to negotiate with 
railroads for the use of the bridge. 

Rather than hurry the Busch road’s 
bill to passage this summer,, Speaker 
Rombauer declared he would resign 
from the House. He has set July 
18 as the beginning of his vacation 
and announces that he intends to 
leave St. Louis for a month’s hunting 
in Colorado.

Gardner Drew Cash 
for Sales of Stock 
He Made on Paper 
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wait for their pay until every install- 
ment of a sale was completed. 

“Gardner did not proft much on the 
subscriptions which his agents obtained. 
But he is a first-class salesman, and 
when he got out and sold stock himself 
I admit that he picked up a good deal 
of money.”’ 

Qn inspection by expert accountants 
in the employment of the receivers, the 
$803,715 of alleged stock sales dwindled 
swiftly. With one sweep of the pencil, 
the $507,012.89 ot ‘“‘bills receivable” was 
stricken from the assets, the receiv- 
ers believing that the pdihs of collect- 
ing them would not be repaid by the re- 
sults. 

What the receivers consider question- 
able assets are certificates of deposit | 
and alleged bank déposits totaling $73,- 
460.61, given by country bankers in pay- 
ment for stock. ; 

Two of these accounts listed as as- 
sets in the books, amounting to $5702.50, 
have been repudiated by the German 
American Bank of Topeka and the First 
National Bank of Pittsfield, Ill. After 
a week of endeavor, only $8000, approxi- 
mately, of the certificates of deposit 
have been cashed by the receivers. 

According to the estimate of the re- 
ceivers, $128,560.21, which includes the 
$73,460.61 of accounts in country banks, 
shouijd remain in the treasury, They 
have been able to find in cash, how- 
ever, only $1469.65, which, added to the 
$8000 of International claims recovered 
Sy Receiver G..Lacy Crawford, makes 
$9469.65 in tangible cash assets in the 
hands of the receivers. 


Rate Cut 50 Per Cent. 
An item in the ‘books not counted as 


sale of 7250 shares of trustee stock to 
bankers for $187,500. This stock was 
sold at $12.50 a share,-a cut rate of 60 
per cent less than the price for other 
purchasers, made for “influential and 
financial purposes,’ according to Gard- 
ner. 

The books, it {s said, do not show that 
this stock was ever paid for, either in 
cash, deposit, certificates or . notes. 
“Where Gardner is at fault,” says 
Reynolds, ‘is that-he took cash for: his 
commissions, leaving the notes and cer- 
tificates for the companies to wrestle 
with. He did not think it necessary 
for the directors to vote his commis- 
sions on any specific transaction. 
Whenever he needed money he drew 
checks upon the funds of the compa- 
nies as if they were his own. This is 
shown in the International account in 
the Mechanic-American Bank, against 
which he checked to pay his household 
expenses, his garage bills and his 
daughter’s music lessons.” 

The receivers are speculating on 
whether Gardner can be compelled to} 
take the stand tomorrow in the suit 
to compel him to disgorge $170,399 
of his commissions. The case is set 
for Judge Withrow's court, but ac- 
cording to Referee Henry 8S.

CINCINNATI, July 9.—The official 
schedule of prices for natural gas as 
furnished by the Union Gas and Electric 
Co. of this city today is as follows, the 
prices being based on monthly consump- 
tion:

The present supply of natural gas 
comes in three pipe lines from the West 
Virginia field. The company holds a 
monopoly of the gas, as well as electric 
light, heat and power of the entire city, 
there being comparatively few private 
electric plants and no other means of 


gas supply. ’ 


Cleveland Gets Trust’s Gas, 


CLEVELAND, O., July 9.—The natural 
gas rate for general purposes is 31 
cents a thousand, with 1 cent a thou- 
sand discount for prompt payment of 
bill. The rate may be increased within 
a year. The East Ohio Gas Co, a 
Standard Oil subsidiary and the only 
company here, will enter into special 
contracts for power purposes for the 
summer season, sometimes for as low a 
rate as 13 cents a thousand. These con- 
tracts are revocable by the company 
and the service usually is discontinued 
in the winter. The service is generally 
satisfactory. The only one serious 
shortage in the last five years was due 
to an accident on the pipe line to West

GIVE HOME RULE 


Explained to George V How 
America’s Friendship Is 
Weakened.

Roosevelt was here he had two in- 
terviews with King George. Re- 
markable rumors about the second 
interview are circulating in import- 
ant political and court circles. 

The first conversation was formal 
and ceremonial. The second, it is 
said, now, was arranged especially so 
that the former President could have 
a heart to heart talk with the King. 
It took place at a luncheon to which 
King George had invited Col. Roose- 
velt. Except Queen Mary, nobody of 
consequence was at the luncheon, as 
the King and Roosevelt could and did 
talk with perfect freedom and friend- 
liness. Mrs. Roosevelt joined the lit- 
tle party sometime after luncheon. 

The World and Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent tiearned on authority 
which cannot be gainsaid lightly, that 
at the second meeting Roosevelt ex- 
pressed to King George his views 
at length on world-politics, especially 
with reference to Anglo-German re- 


lations and Anglo-American relations 
and in direct connection with the Int- 
ter subject on Anglio-Irish relations. 

The King had had several confer- 
ences with Emperor William. So Roose- 
velt* could scarcely tell His Majesty 
anything new about the Emperor's atti- 
tude toward England—an attitude in- 
fluenced by the bad feeling excited by 
the German navy scares and reckless 
jingo utterances by the newspapers of 
both countries. 

Advocates Conciliating Irish. 

But the King did learn that Roose- 
velt had told Emperor William in Ber- 
lin how dangerous it would be to Ger- 
man-American relations if the jingo 
agitation concerning Britain should 
lead to the consequences which excit- 
able publicists and politicians on both 
sides seemed to regard as inevitable: 

Then the question of an Anglo- 
American treaty was discussed. Roose- 
velt frankly told the King that as long 
as Amerigans ‘of Irish birth or parent- 
age remain unconciliated by England 
there will be no chance that the United 
States Senate will ratify such a treaty. 
Furthermore, Roosevelt insisted that 
the danger to Anglo-American relations 
from the same cause would be very 
grave should a crisis arrive under cir- 
cumstances under which ordinary 
American sentiment would favor Eng- 
land. 

King George regretfully admitted 
the truth of Roosevelt's representa- 
tions, the World and Post-Dispatch 
correspondent’s informants say. At 
this point the conversation between 
King George and the former Presi- 
dent naturally turned to home rule 
for Ireland. 

Roosevelt advocated granting home 
rule as essential to cementing not 
only the British Empire, but Anglo- 
American sentiment. 

King George sympathized with Roose- 
velt’s arguments, the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent is informed.

“An ante-room to hell” was Judge 
Pollard’s graphic description of the city 
hospital observation ward, while tell- 
ing last night how he rescued a man 
from companionship with the insane by 
going to the institution and approving 
his bond. 

“The City Hospital moves in a my* 
terious way its wonders to perform,” 
the jurist had declared when discussing 
the case from the bench of the Dayton 
Street Police Court, 

The victim was James Metcalfe, who 
is now a patient at the Association 
Hospital, Pine street and Theresa ave- 
nue, because, he says, of the failure of 
the surgeons of the city institution cor- 
rectly to diagnose a shot wound in his 
toe. They said his injury was only a 
flesh wound according to his story, and 
locked him in the observation ward for 
ten days, until his attorney, Frank J. 
O’Reilly, learning of his predicament, 
obtained his freedom through Judge Pol- 
lard. 

After his release, Metcalfe found that 
his toe was getting worse and that his 
foot was turning black. At the Asso- 
ciation Hospital he was informed that 
the bones of his toe were fractured. The 
broken bones had to be removed by a 
painful operation. Metcalfe will not be 
able to leave the hospital for several 
weeks, his physicians say-- 

Shot by Watchman. 

He was shot and his ‘scalp was 
lacerated by a private watchman 
while resisting arrest on a charge of 
cruelty to his horse. Before he re- 
covered from the scalp wound, he 
was removed from the surgical] divi- 
sion to the observation ward. O'Reilly 
says the city hospital doctors told 
him Metcalfe would not be able to 
leave for several days, and that on 
this account he did not hurry to ob- 
tain bond. 

The attorney’s when apprised of his 
cHent’s imprisonment in the hospital, 
hastened to Judge Pollard, who refused 
to believe that Metcalfe had been placed 
in the insane ward. But when he found 
ic was true he approved a bond for tho 
prisoner’s release at once. 

City hospital physicians said last night 
that they diagnosed his wounds cor- 
rectly and gave him the best treatment 
in their power. 

“The system of housing the sane and 
insane together at the city hospital is 
infamous,” said Judge Pollard: ‘The 
Metcalfe case reminds me of another, 
the victim of which I sought to re- 
prieve by going to the hospital to ap- 
prove his bond, but he had been taken 
to the Carr Street Station. 

“This man, whose name was Frank 
Wisnewski, was shot in the back on 
the Fourth of July while a fight was in 
progress in the Carr Street District. I 
don’t know whether he was in the fight 
or was an innocent bystander. 


Case Still on Docket, 


“But after he was shot, the police 
arrested him on a charge of disturbing 
the. peace and lodged him as a prisoner 
at the city hospital. They arrested an- 
other man, whom they accused of doing 
the shooting, but the injured man could 
not identify him. However, the police 
cross-charged them with disturbing the 
peace, | 

“Despite his wound, Wisnewski 
was placed in the observation ward and 
stayed there four days. His injury was 
a flesh wound, and on his recovery he 
was taken back to the police station. 
When the case came before me and 
neither could place a charge against 
the other I released the wounded man 
on his own recognizance to appear in 
court July 26, when the police have 
promised to produce more evidence.”’

OOD ROADS WILL 
CONVENE MONDAY 


Arrangements Will Be Made 
for National Convention 
in October. 


STATE REPRESENTED 


Goodman King Says Success 
of Movement Will Benefit 
Every Citizen. 





A committee appointed by Gov. 
Hadley will meet at the Planters 
Hotel Monday at 3 p. m. to make ar- 
rangements for the conventions of 
the National Good Roads Association 
and the American Atttomobile Asso- 
ciation, which will be held in St 
Louis, Oct. 6, 7 and 8. 

‘The purpose of the associations is 
to promote the bullding of good 
roads throughout the United States. 

‘It is not a plan,” said Goodman 


King, who is interested in the move- 
ment, “to get good roads so that 
people who own automobiles can 
alone: enjoy them. The farmer and 
every ore who has to travel over 
country roads will be benefited. The 
saving to the farmer and the conse- 
quent saving to the consumer, would 
make good road building an economic 
as well as a progressive measure. It 
is a system of internal improvement, 
extensive and expansive. It should 
be taken up by the counties, the 
State and the Nation.” 


Would Be State Benefit, 
In Missouri, said Mr. King, there 


are many bad roads which could 
be turned into good ones and thus 
greatly benefit the State. He cited 
as an instance that he had intended 
building a bungalow in the Ozarks, 
but refrained from doing so because 
of the inaccessiblity of the place on 
account of the road conditions. 

Mr. King said the next session of 
the Missouri Legislature should be 
asked to pass a law for the con- 
struction of good roads, and sug- 
gested that convicts might be put to 
work on the roads. A great boule- 
vard, he said,, could be built from 
St. Louis to Kansas City and from 
St. Louis to the Nebraska, Iowa and 
Arkansas lines. 

At the last annual gathering of the 
two organizations in Cleveland 800 
delegates attended. It is expected 
the St. Louis conventions will at- 
tract more than 1000 persons who 
are interested in good roads. The 
Coliseum will be made the headquar- 
ters, where devices for road build- 
ing will be demonstrated.

The machine was 
strong enough in 1908, in a direct 
primary and with a reasénably 
full. vote, to defeat Folk for the 
Senate and return the odorous 
“Gumeshoe Bill” Stone, whose very 
presence in the Senate is a re- 
proach to the Democratic party.

London Ready to Supply Yel- 
law Metal on New York 
Finance Bills.

NDW YORK, July 9.—The Evening 
Post in its copyrighted weekly review, 


today, says: 

“Resumption this week of gold im- 
ports from England wa: the natural 
consequence of the violent break in for- 
eign exchange to a level at which gold | 
became really the cheapest form of re- 
mittance. With 6-day loans  ob- 
tainable at London for fully 1% per cent 
below the price prevailing for similar 
accommodation here there was every in- 
centive for Lombard street to enlarge 
its purchases of American finance bills 
in the old familiar way. 

“Some of the London joint stock banks 
several days ago advised their agents 
in this city that they would be glad to 
resume lending in this market at reas- 
onable terms. With the conclusion of 
the July settlement here and the indi- 
cations that the Western demand for 
harvesting funds might this year call 

‘for extraordinary currency shipments 
from New York, there has been a 
broader inquiry from the class of bor- 
rowers who often find it expedient to 
finance their requirements with loans se- 
cured at Lendcn and Paris. 
Fimance Bills a Factor. 

“There is no doubt, therefore, that the 
American finance bill has again come to 
be an important factor in the interna- 
tional loan market. To what extent our 
berrowing will avail in forcing London 
to send us gold will depend largely on 
the attitude of the English bank toward 
the foreign gold demand and the efforts 
of that institution to care for the great 
mass of undigested securities which 
overhangs the English market today. 
London's problem that connection is 
in some respects similar to that en- 
countered here in 1903, when the diffi- 
culties ef our underwriting syndicatas 
became the real -1enace to the money 
market. 

“Tt miay be doubted, therefore, wheth- 
er London will agree to finance the 
American demand this year beyond the 
point where the borrewings appear to be 
based on legitimate undertakings and 
quite apart from the Speculative adven- 
tures of the stock market. 

Poreign Lenders Are Cautious,

“For these reasons and because of the 
political unrest on the other side the 
Lendon bankers must not be counted 
upon too confidently to make the heavy 
e@vances to us that they did a year 
ago.

@0 enlarge the bank surplus as to sup- 
ply Wall street with the reserve basis 
for an extensive speculative campaign. 

“In this connection the extraordinary 
Crop figures given out by the Govern- 
ment yesterday have important bearing. 
If the damage to spring wheat has been 
sufficient to reduce the crop to 213,000,. 
000 bushels as yesterday's July condi- 
tien estimate of only 61.6 per 
cent would seem to indicate the net re- 
sult would be a loss of 76,000,000 bush- 
els compared with the spring harvest of 
last year. 

“Buch a yield would take away vir- 
tually ail chance of an exportable sur- 
plus. The net result for both spring 
and winter wheat would be therefore, 
according to the Chicago estimatees, a 
total of 627,000,000 bushels for the whole 
cFop compared with 737,000,000 bushels 
harvested last year. 

“The unprecedented acreage devoted to 
corn with the promise of a 3,000,000, 000 
bushel crop may, however, offset much | 
of the loss sustained through the im- 
pairment of wheat.

versally Bullish, 

The government estimate, placing the 
position of spring wheat on July at 61.6, 
showed a loss in 30 days of 31.3 per cent. 
On June 1, the pereentage was 9#2.8. 
This compared: to 95.2 In June 1909, 96 on 
June 1, 1908, 88.7 on June 1, 1907 and 92.6 
the June reigste of the past ten years. 

There has only been one lower aver- 
ege than 61.6 on spring wheat indicated 
by the Government in the past twenty 
years and that was in 1900 when the 
figure recorded was 5.2 and the crop 
172,000,000 bushels. : 

In only two years since 1890 has the 
crop estimate dropped below 70 per cent. 
In 1893 it touehed 67 and the’crop was 
237,954,000 bushels. In 194 the estimate 
recorded was 67.1 and the crop yield was 
219,464,000 bushels. 

On the present basis of 61.6 the spring 
wheat yield, indicated even considering 
the increased everage of 1,349,000, is ap- 
proximately 210,000,000 bushels against 
290,823,000 bushels last year. 

‘The three great spring wheat 
states, North and South Dakota and 
Minnesota, indicate a harvest of 162,- 


} 000,000 bu, against 232,000,000 bu last 


year. 

The yield in North Dakota was 
practically cut in half in 30 days by 
the Government estimate, being 45 per 
cent of a crop, against 93 on June 1, 
1909, and 86 the 10-year average. 

While spring wheat was recording 
a sensational decline in yield, winter 
wheat reflected an improvement of 
1.5 per cent for the month, with a 
condition of 81.56. The condition of 
winter wheat on June 1 was 80, com- 
pared to 82.1 on May 1, 80.8 on April 
1, 8.5 on May 1, 1909, and 86.7 the 
average for the past 10 years. The 
winter wheat yield indicated by the 
July 1 condition of 81.5 is about 416,- 
000,000 bu or 8,000,000 bu more than 
indicated on June l. The total win- 
ter wheat yield in 1909 was 446,866,000 
bu. 

The general spring and winter 
wheat average on July 1 was 73.5, 
against 86.5 last year and 84 the 10- 
year average. The total wheat yield 


indicated is 624,000,000 bu or 113,000,- }4 


000 bu less than last year when the 
joint total was 737,189,000 bu.

The Corn Crop, 

Corn has the largest acreage en 
record at 114,083,000, an increase -over 
1909 of 5.3 per cent or 6,312,000 acres.

The crop sug- 
gested is 3,000,000,000 bushles. The ulti. 
mate crop last year was 2,772,376,020 
bushels, 

The condition of oats was lowered 
to 82.2, against 91 last month, 88.3 
vast year, and 86.6 the 10-year av- 
erage. The loss for the month is 
placed at about 30,000,000 bu and in- 
dicates a yield of about 11,000,000 bu 
more than last year, which Was 4 
record-breaker at 1,007,353,000 bu, 

There was also some talk of con- 
gestion in July wheat in Chicago and 
the option showed independent 
strength throughout the week. Of 
contract stocks of wheat there are 
only 1,044,958 bu, a decrease for the 
week ef 280,000 bu, and the new 
wheat is moving slowly. 

The trade points out that should 
the weather interfere with the move- 
ment of new wheat over the end of 
the month a squeeze of shorts might 
be possible, espeelally as the Water- 
man May deal practically cleaned up 
the contract stocks in the Northwest 
at its culmination. Traders have not 
forgotten the squeeze in last Sep- 
tember wheat in Chicago, when, with 
contract stocks low, as now, and no 
indications of a corner, prices in the 
closing hour of the session advanced 
in leaps and bounds 20 cents qa bushel.

Teh two Hadley , appointees 
Started out as active insurgents, but 
have not been quite so vigorous since 
the regulars made their demands upon 
the Governor. 

The regulars say they are cosfi-

Unless Reynolds ang Kortjohn keep 
their hands out of the political fight 
against the organization the regu- 
lars are prepared, they say, to press 
their demand for the removal of 
both. They declare that Gov. Had- 
ley promiséd, in his campaign, to 
keep both the election and Police 
Departments absolutely out of poli- 
tics, and they expect him to keep his 
promise. 

Mayor’s Aid Sought. 

A delegation composed of Chair- 
man Kiel, Otto Stifel, Collector Koeln 
and District Attorney Houts waited 
on Mayor Kreismann and tried to 
get him to fall] into line with the 
regulars. 

Kreismann, according to the insur- 
gents, threw down the gauntlet to the 
regulars. He told them he was going 
to stand by his personal friend, Jep 
Howe, throughout the fight, and that 
Howe would be consulted, and not the 
committee, in the distribution of jobs. 

It is understood that Gov. Hadley 
will not permit any of his appointees 
to form alliances with Howe. The 
Governor has turned Howe down on 
all of his recommendations, and re- 
cently told the regulars that he was 
not going to make any appointments 
in St. Louis as feeders for the private 
business of anybody. 

Howe wanted Gov. Hadley to ap- 
point his brother, Alfonso, to the Cir- 
cult bench, but Hadley refused. The 
friendship of Reynolds and Kortjohn 
for Howe, and their alliance with him 
in the primary fight, is said to have 
greatly displeased the Governor.

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Kiener Cuts Slice Off 
The 120-Hurdle Record

M. A. C. Athlete’s Mark, Made At Triple A 
Meet Yesterday, Was Timed By Only 
Joe Forshaw’s Watch.

Harry Kiener, captain of the M. A. 
C, track team, and one of the veteran 
St. Louis athletes competing today in 
local amateur sports, at one time 
the Western chanipion in the half- 
mile event, proved to the local fol- 
lowers of athletics that he still is in 
the championship class by running 
the 120-yard high hurdles, with prac- 
tically no competition at all, in the 
exceptional time of 15 3-10 seconds, 
just 8-10 seconds slower than the 
world’s record and as much better 
than the Western A. A. U. record. 

As there was only one watch 
catching the time it is probable that 
the record will not stand; but those 
who witnessed the event did not hesi- 
tate to comment on the speed shown 
by the “Old Warhoss” over the high 
sticks. Donald Munro, the only oth- 
er athlete to start in the event, had 
seven yards on Harry, but before 
the third flight was reached Munro 
was passed and Kiener sped away, 
finishing by about eight yards in 
front of his only rival. 

Joe Forshaw handled the stop- 
watch. It was in the meet two weeks 
ago that Kiener equalled the Western 
record of 15 4-5 seconds. 


Kiener Placed in Jump. 
Besides winning his remarkable 


performance in the hurdles, Kiener 
came back and took second in the 
running broad jump. Kiener has 
competed for 18 years, taking part 
in every branch of the game, for 
which he holds gold medals from the 
scratch mark. 

The meet, as a whole, came up to 
expectations, and good records were 
made in all of the events. There was 
no particular team rivalry, as there 
was no prize for points, but the M. 
A. C. athletes scored the greatest 
number. 

Irvin Biel came to his own again, 
after tasting deféat a month ago, 
and won the five-mile run from Joe 
Erxleben by about 650 yards. C. F. 
Warren, who had a two-mmute 
handicap on the two cracks, lost the 
course, and after running 12 minutes 
started circling the track for the 
last mile. Biel and Erxleben did not 
show until 15 minutes later, so it 
was without doubt that Warren had 
lost his way, so was disqualified. 
Biel showed a remarkable spurt in 
the last lap, distancing Erxleben 
quite a bit. The time was 33m. 3la 

In the 220-yard dash Robert Wor- 
rell, who has been becoming con- 
spicuous by his performances in the 
dash events, clipped off the distance 
in 23 1-5s., defeating P. A. Frank of 
the First Regiment, who had 8 yards, 
and Victor Kemp, his teammate, who 
had 3 yards.

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FTER almost a week of careful 
anointment of «outraged feel-

lt was one of the severest jolts ever 
handed out to a convinced pubtic, that 
Jeffries affair. The number of persons 
who had gone against all precedent 
and became hypnotized into belie¢ng 
Jeffries was back to his old form out- 
classed those who thought about four 
one on Sullivan was the right price 
ih the dim ages of the Corbett episode. 

So convincing were the reports sent 
out of Jeffries’ condition that it was 
simply impossible not to yield to pres- 
sure of the common belief instead of 
presuming to form adverse opinions at 
a range of 2000 miles. 

It’s Still Unsolved. 

The mystery of this mistake as to 
Jeffries’ “‘recovery"’ and the manner 
in which it deceived the eyes of many 
persons competent to know, has not 
been satisfactorily explained. Some said 
that Jeffries suffered from a constitu- 
tional affliction several years ago, 
which left a permanent effect on his 
sy not to be overcome by mere 
tra gs. It is also asserted that he 
was hot only perfectly fit three days 
before the fight, but that he was 
stronger and abler than at any time 
in his life before; but that an over- 
wrought mental system collapsed the eve 
of the fight. Others, like that old fox 
Mike Murphy, who had about the right 
dope all the way through this affair, 
said that Jeff certainly looked good; but 
that he was probably afflicted with 
fatty tissues inside, and that his poor 
workouts showed him not to be in any- 
thing like shape. 

Some insisted that Jeffries was 
merely scared; while yet others al- 
legwed that Jeffries would have been 
all right had he fought his way back 
to condition and indulged in plenty of 
boxing. 

Probably something of all of these 
enters into the make-up of the rea- 
son for Jeffries’ downfall, but there 
is little doubt that James J. Corbett 
caught a glimpse of the finish when 
he found that Jeffries refused to 
box. It was to him, no doubt, an ad- 
mission cn Jeff's part that the ‘big 
fellow was no longer there.

Vi signed and before this testi- 
mony of “eye witnesses at the front” 
began to leave its inevitable impres- 
sion on readers, a mention in this col- 
umn called attention to a clause in 
the articles which prevented Jeff- 
ries from engaging in any public 
fights prior to the big battle. It 
was pointed out that this would work 
a hardship on Jeffries and would 
deny him the possibility of fighting 
himself into condition. It Was ar- 
gued that the old automatic defense 
would not work, unless revived and 
retouched by actual ring experience; 
that judgment of distance and foot- 
work could not be regained after six 
years of rest save by the most con- 
tinued experience in actual fight- 
ing. In fact the belief was expressed 
that the one clause would work in- 
calculable harm to Jeff. 

Whether it was that clause or not is 
immaterial; but it is to the point that 
Jeffries did not box at all and that his 
fight showed it. In the light of the 
result it is easy to see that he could 
scarcely be expected to have been fit at 
all to cope with an artful, crafty man 
of his own size and of long expe 


rience. 
A out the statement that Jeffries 
sadly needed fighting. He had 
no judgment of distance, no footwork 
at ali, no automatic defense against 
Johnson's wonderful cleverness; and no 
certainty on either attack or defense. 

With three or four fights under his 
belt Jeffries would have been another 
man. Certainly he would not have suf- 
fered stage fright; certainly he would 
not have been a nervous wreck on 
the eve of the battle; surely his efforts 
to land on Johnson would have been 
less pathetic; and his boxing, for at 
least a few rounds, might not have ut- 
terly shamed him, as it did. 

To many of us, now that we know 
what really happened, many mistakes 
were made in the Jeffries affair which 
leave still some doubt in the mind that 
Johnson was so much superior to Jef- 
fries. But hed Jeff paid proper at- 
tention to his fighting and less to hand- 
ball and rope skipping, be might have 
at least made a showing that would 
not have made him an object of com- 
miseration to even his negro opponent. 

More probably, as Mike Murphy 
said, it was that Jeff's tissues had

¥n the first game today the Browns 
utilized four pitchers but finally found 
a good one in Barney.

Learn to Use Backstroke 2 First of A I, in Swim ming; 
You'll Last Longer.and Breathe Much More Freely

people, even among the most en- 

thusiastic devotees of aquatic sports, 
pay no more than cursory attention to 
the study of swimming on the. back. 
The majority content themselves with 
the very rudimentary knowledge that 
comes almost instinctively to the good 
waterman and let it go at that. And 
the system is wrong. 

Swimming on the back is not only an 
important branch of the art, but alse 
the foundation of that most useful and 
essential accomplishment, knowledge of 
life saving. Whether it is for the pro- 
tection of self, or the rescue of others, 
swimming on the back often has to be 
called,into play. There is nothing more 
conducive to safety ia case of exhaus- 
tion, cramp or sickness than io tur 
comfortably on the back and in this 
effortless position either await ‘he re- 
turn of strength, work out the cramp, 
or proceed leisurely toward the goa}, 
Nothing, too, is more helpful in assist- 
ing a fellow in danger of drowning 
than a good understanding of the ap- 
proved methods of this style of swim- 
ming. 

The argument so often offered that a 
good waterman comes naturally by a 
general knowledge of the back stroke 
is silly. As well pretend that a super- 
ficial smattering in any branch of hu- 
man endeavor is equal to complete mas- 
tery of it. Many a fatality might haves 
been averted had swimming on the back 
received more attention. 


Backstroke Very Much 
Like the Breast Stroke. 
T stroke most genérally used is 


T is a regrettable fact that very few 





very similar in action to the 
breast stroke. It is generally 
taught to beginners, and instructors 
frequently prefer putting their pu-

pils at it even before they attempt 
to teach them the breast. stroke. 
The reason is easily understood. In 
practicing the breast stroke ihe nop- 
swimmer is made to assume a position 
which forces the mouth under water 
most of the time, and it is, therefore, 
necessary to adopt an artificial method 
of breathing. 

In swimming on the back, the posi- 
tion is comfortable and wtrstrained and 
the mouth is always above the surfacc, 
permitting natural breathing. It will 
be realized what a great advantage this 
is, when the pupil is nervous. The 
teacher begins by holding the pupil and 
cradually lessens the support. As the 
tody is buoyant and keeps afloat un- 
aided, the pupil, finding he does nof 
sink, gains confidence, and has no trou- 
ble thereafter in attaining success. 

It is a question whether in self-teach- 
ing the same p-zinciple applies, for the 
moral and actual support of the in- 
structor is missing. Still, it will not be 
dififcult to secure the help of a friend. 
The thing to keep constantly before one 
is that eevry person, no matter of what 
build or weight, has sufficient buoyancy 
to remain on the surface. In other 
words, any one should be able to float 
at the first attempt. Once the knack is 
acquired there will be no diffculty in 
learning the correct movements. It may 
be added here that while the use of 
sustaining devices, such as cork jackets, 
inflated belts or white wings is permis- 
sible, it is never advirx-ble. 

Practice on Land 
Before Water Trial. « 
S told earlier in regard to the breast 
A stroke, the most simple way to be- 
come familiar with the movements 





of the back stroke is to practice them 








on land before trying them in the water. 
It will ‘really be found even easier than 
in the case of the breast stroke, for one 
is quite comfortable lying supine. A 
ceuch can be used. 

The body should be stretched out flat, 
with arms extended straight and paral- 
lel above the head; hands close together, 
palms up, fingers closed; the legs are 
also held straight and together, with 
toes pointing down. Ti:e arms start the 
stroke. Turn hands back to back aad 
sweep them around just below the sur- 
face, without bending the elbows, using 
them as does a rower his oars. Carry 
them through, holding an even pressure 
on the water, until they are alongside, 
the hands touching the thighs. Then 
turn palms down, raise arms parallel to 
each other, and bring them back to 
starting point, describing a semicircle 
at right angles to the water. 

The legs are left trailing, straght but 
not rigid, until the arms have concluded 
their dowaward, power-applying swoop 
and begin to récover. They are then 
opened by bending the knees up, and 
out, but keeping heels together. As 
arms are about to attain the full reach, 
the lower legs are straightened out, 
thus bringing the feet about a yard 
apart, and when arms have come to 
starting position (fully extended), the 
legs are snapped smartly together, with 
the least twist of the ankles.

OTH after the arm stro«e and the 
BK leg drive the body is allowed to 
slide over the surface on ‘he im- 
petus, until the momentum is lost.

Be- 
sides this, the dividing of the forces 
obviates the deadly check so noticeable 
in the old style of back stroke, when 
arms and legs recover together, after 
having driven simultaneously. The ab- 
sence of this check gives the full bene- 
fit of the two drives. - 

When the time comes to practice, 
choose a spot offering good footing, 
about waist deep, and tackle plain float- 
ing first. Do this by extending arms 
above the head and allowing yourself 
to fall back very slowly until the up- 
per body is on the surface, then hold 
your breath and give a slight push with 
your feet, bringing. the legs on the same 
level. Don’t inhale until you have 
found your balance; then begin to 
breathe naturally. 

Those who experience difficulty in 
keeping up their legs will find it helpful 
to force the air in the lungs as far 
down as possible. One may profit also 
by bending the knees up and out and 
lifting the head, as both increase the 
leverage of the upper body and estab- 
lish the proper equilbrim to raise the 
legs. 

More Haste Means the 
Less Speed in Backstroke. 
NCE you can stay atop of the

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EXPOSITION FOR 
ST. LOUIS PLANNED 
FOR EVERY YEAR 


Committee Is Formulating 
Scheme to Have an Annual 
Fair Here. 


A universal expesition for St. Louis, 
to be open at least six months in the 
year, is expected to become a certainty 
at a meeting to be held Monday evening 
at the Planters Hotel to forward the 
project, on which a committee of 21 


members, representing different assocta- 
tions, has been at werk for three 
menths, 

It is the intention to acquire by pur- 
chase a considerable body of land in 
a suitable location, to beautify it and 
to bring it into immediate use for large 
gatherings, aviation meets and other 
outdoor events; to erect a club for the 
people of St. Louis and finally to erect 
a magnificent. array of exposition build- 
ings of the highest character and merit. 

The purpose is to restore to the city, 
under one management, the three dis- 
continued exposition enterprises that 
thoroughly advertised St. Louis in times 
past. 

Likely to Pay Dividends, 

The committee was first appointed to 
examine and consider a proposition they 
were finally unable to recommend. The 
committee was then authorized to act on 
its own authority and originate an enter- 
prise to advertise the city as it needs to 
be advertised at this time. 

It is expected that the enterprise will 
be one that will pay a satisfactory divi- 
dend to stockholders, in addition to @ 
surplus to be devoted te improvements 
each year. Increase in the value of real 
estate will be a factor in the stability 
and success of the exposition. 

The exposition is designed to overcome 
the present tendency of the railroads ‘to 
take people away from the city from 
May 1 to November 1 by offering cheap 
rates from the city instead of into the 
city. It is believed that if events of 
sufficient magnitude are provided the 
railroads will be induced to not only 
give a round trip rate for one fare with- 
in a radius of 100 miles and excursion 
rates from distant points, but will also 
cause them to advertise St. Louls 
through all their literatefe. 


Set for Next Year. 
It is the expectation of the members 


of the committee that if the project 
meets with promp* encouragement and 
response the gates can be thrown open 
next year. 

In the opinion of the committee and 
others who have gone into the matter 
the project will be of greater lasting 
benefit to the city than was the World's 
Fair.

OFFICIALLY DEAD 


Austrian Government De- 
cides ‘‘Orth’s” Heir Is to 
Get $8,000,000, 


Special Cable te the Poest-Dispatch 
and New Yerk World, 
VIENNA, July 9.—In response to a 
petition by Archduke Joseph Ferdinand 


tc the High Court Marshal's office, 
Archduke John Salvator, better known 
as John Orth, who has been missing 
for 20 years, was officially decided to 
be dead today. 

The Austrian law formerly ordered 
that 30 years must elapse after an in- 
dividual’s disappearance before his 
death could be legally assumed, but un- 
der a new law \feath may he assumed 
sooner. 

It is believed that late in 1890 John 
Orth was shipwrecked eff Cape Horn 
in his vessel Santa Margaretta and that 
he, Milly Stubel, whom he married in 
London in July, 1890, and all the others 
on board the ship perished in a storm. 
All the many rumors since, which ‘de- 
clared the former Archduke to be alive 
here and there over the globe, have 
proved to be false. 

The high court marshal allows six 
months in which a pretest may be en- 
tered against the assumption that Johan 
Orth is dead. 

Archduke Joseph Ferdinand, who in-

The archduke’s mother 
was a princess of the Neapolitan Bour- 
bons, a sister of the late Empress of 
Brazil, of Queen Christian ef Spain and 
of the Count de Chambord’s mother, the 
famous Duchess de Berri. 

The grand duke renounced his rank 
and titles, called himself John Orth, 
after the Castle of Orth, his favorite 
residence on the Gmunden Lake, and 
married Milly Stubel, a pretty song- 
stress in operetta in Lendon, July, 1990. 
Orth, who was a master mariner, 
bought a vessel, named her the Santa 
Margaretta, and with his wife satied 
from London for Chill. That was the 
last heard or seen of therm. 

Leopold Woelfling is the name as- 
‘sumed by him who was Archduke Leo- 
pold of Austria. He, too, renounced his 
rank and tities and in 1908 married Wili- 
helmina Adamovitch, an actress, and 
adopted Swiss nationality. They quar- 
reled because of the woman's devotion 
to the simple life, which first attracted 
Leopold to her. A divorce followed. 
Woeilfling aflerward married Mary 
Stretter, a former servant girl, and he 
now lives with her in Switzerland.

BIRD MEN 


Dayton Inventors, as Founders of the World’s © 
First School of Aviation, Thoroughly Instruct 
the Pupil, Making Him Intimate With All Parts 
of the Aeroplane Before He Is Permitted 
Make His Initial Flight. 


BY ANDREW DREW. 


HEN you watch a young bird learning to use its wings you do not wonder at its first failures to rise 
from the ground, and its awkward tumbles. You wonder only when it has mastered the trick of 
flight and soars skyward like a song. Because of this when a young man-bird makes his first at- 
tempt to fly with artificial wings you are prepared to see him tumble and bruise himself and his 

Wings very badly. 

That is what makes the exhibition given by the pupils of the Wrights at the Indianapolis Motor Speedway 
seem so remarkable. There I saw three young men-birds given their wings for the first time and rise into the 
skies without so much as the tip of their wings touching the ground: And I saw one, in the joy of a two- 
months’ possession of wings, climb nearly a mile high, and then with his wings suddenly disabled at the tre- 
mendous height—when the motor of his aeroplane stopped—glide down through the dizzy depths below him in 
great soaring circles and pick out a cleared portion of a narrow field where he landed as a bird would land— 
wings suddenly tilted upward against the wind and settling like a feather. 

What seemed to me just as remarkable as the great glide—made by Walter Brookins after setting a new 
world’s altitude record of 4939 feet—was the way the other five pupils of the Wrights acted when the faint hum 
of Brookins’ Wright flyer suddenly stopped. 

The five pupils were sitting in a little group around the starting rail watching the tiny aeroplane far up in 
the sky. A crowd of newspaper correspondents, photographers and aero experts were gathered round. When 
the motor stopped all of us with the exception of the pupils jumped up excitedly. We had heard so much about 
the danger of an aeroplane motor stopping in midair that we were prepared to see the aeroplane capsize and 
come down hike a broken kite. 

But the pupils were not excited. They started towards one of the machines on the ground to put it on the 
starting rail. I went over to one of them—Arche Hoxsey. 

‘‘Will he get down all right?’’ I asked, looking up at the aeroplane which was coming down rapidly. 

**Sure,’’ said Hoxsey. : 

‘“*Has his motor ever stopped on him before,’’ I asked. 

‘*No, I don’t believe it has,’’ answered the youthful man-bird, ‘‘but that doesn’t matter. The first time I went up 
the motor stopped.’’ 

**How did you glide her down?’’ I asked. ‘‘Wasn’t it very difficult without the motor running?’’ 

‘*No, it wasn’t difficult,’’ he answered, ‘‘but I don’t know exactly how I did it. You bring her down sort of in- 
stinctively. You sort of ‘feel’ the air. I guess it’s something like the way a bird feels. And then the Wrights told us 
that there was no dahger when the motor stops and so we know there isn’t.”’ 

That seems to be the sebret back of the suceessof these pupils. -They have an unlimited confidence in what these 
master teachers of man-bird flight tell them. I believe that if the Wrights told one of their pupils that he could turn

He appealed to the courts and the president of 
the Board of Education bitterly fought his at- 
tempts to reinstate his child in the schools. Jus- 
tice Wright of the District Supreme Court de- 
clared that while there was no evidence of it in 
her appearance, there was negro blood in her 
veins, and that before that court she was a negro. 

Next day the little playmate of her idle hours 
stopped in the midst of a game and said: 

“Let me see your face, Isabel; they say you are 
a nigger.” 

These are things that have come to a family of 
respectable, educated people in the District of Co- 
lumbia, The mother is known to be of an abso- 
lutely pure strain of Scotch-English and there is 
no charge of negro blood against her. The fa- 
ther, however, bears the taint which a great- 
grandfather placed upon him by marrying an oc. 
toroon. The taint leaves Stephen Wall one-sixty- 
fourth part negro. Little Isabel's blood is one 
part negro to 127 white. Yet the District author- 
ities and the superintendent of a Christian Sun- 
day school have visited their wrath upon her 
and branded her as an outcast. 

All of which leads up to the Supreme 
court of the United States, for that body 
will in the end be asked to pass upon 
the verdict of the lower tribunal. Ste- 
phen Wall has declared hig inten- 
tion of testing the case in the 
highest courtg in the land. For the 
future status of his little girls and 
the little boy depends upon it. He 
will find out how farethe taint in 
the blood has a legal status. 

All of which has threwn the na- 
tion’s capital, where onethird of 
the people are negroes, into some 
thing of a turmoil. Coming on top

Then these over-sen- 
sitive ones have made great haste to brand this 
honest family and these innocent children with 
a stigma that will go tnrough life with them. 

The Walls are from Ohio. For two. or three 
generations they had lived there as white people 
among their kind.. The men of the family were 
well educated, and are in business in other cities, 
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The womén attended Oberlin College, became 
women of culture and married well, no question 
of their race ever having been raised, 

The elder Wall went to Washington when his 
family was growing up and practiced law there. 
Young Stephen grew to maturity in Washington. 
At one period in his life, under stress of enforced 
idleness, he showed a tendency to revert to the 
race of his octoroon grandmother. Change of ad- 
ministration threw him out of work at the Gov- 
ern=.-=- printing office and he, for a short time, 
until reinstated, ran a poolroom frequented by 
negroes. Then he went back to the printing of- 
fice and has worked there as a white man for 25 
years. It is this once mingling with the colored 
race that bas arisen at this late day and brought 
up the question of race. | 

Twelve years ago Stephen Wall 
married. His wife knew his 
family intimately, hig broth- 
erg and sisters. There was 
never any question of 
their race and they 
were admitted every- 
where. A domestic 
woman with a 
steady husband, 
she lived happily. 

Mrs. Wall was 
born. a British 
subject. Her fath- 
er was English 
and her mother 
Scotch.

The defender of the negro ig not pop- 
ular, and particularly is this true when there is 
an intimation that the negro has presumed s0- 
cially. 

The popular thing was to prosecute Waljl. The 
President of the Board of Education choge the 
popular course. The Justice felt the influence of 
the overwhelming race prejudice. Wall received 
small consideration. 

Mrs. Wall appeared and was asked to establish 
the fact that she was white, the burden of proof 
being shifted to her. The Jugtic@e admitted that 
she “looked like a white woman.” but extended 
no further recognition to her, The children were 
brought into court, Their gums were examined to 
determine whether or not they had the blue look 
that negro blood is supposed to leave. They had 
not. Doctors were called upon to examine the 
roots of their hair to see if there was even a 
rudimentary kink. The doctor who had attended 
the little boy was called in and asked if there was 
the alleged dark stripe down the spine which the 
taint is supposed to leave. 

Wall had provided the records of the county 
in North Carolina which showed the extent of his 
negro blood.

EGARDING the school color line fn the

grandfather had married an octoroon. It was the 
only evidence introduced upon which to base a 
determination of the amount of negro blood in 
his veins. -According to it he was one-sixty-fourth 
negro. Yet in his finding the Justice declared that 
little Isabel was a negro. probably having from 
one-eighth to one-sixteenth negro blood. 

The status of the negro in the District of Co- 
lumbia has never been established. Washington 
being the capital of the nation which has made 
as its basic principle the declaration that all men 
are born free and equal, the negro ordinarily has 
a wide range of privileges. There are no Jim 
Crow cars, for instance, and there is- no law 
against intermarriage with negroes. There is lit- 
tle other than the segregation of the races in the 
schools. Thére has never been an occasion to 
test the status and define in law what a negro 
is. Louisiana has recently declared an octoroon 
white and permitted her marriage with a white 
man. Virginia holds that a negro must have be- 
tween a sixteenth and an eighth of negro blood to 
be placed under the race ban. 

Stephen Wall is determ'ned to make a test case 
of this one and establish a precedent for the 
District. The case will go to the District Court 








of Appeals, and if it is there decided against him 
he will carry 't to the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States. There, he says, he will be given a 
hearing that is not dominated by prejudice.

Perhaps one of the most astonishing 
discoveries was that by which the grime 
washed fromthe sheep’s fleece was made 
to yield many thousands of pounds. 
Some observant individual discovered 
that a certain amount of potash was 
absorbed by sheep as they chewed the 
meadow grass. Thia potagh circulates 
through the system, and eventualy ex: 
udes through the akin and adheres to 
the wool. In cleaning the weol this 
mixture of dirt and potash was reckless- 
ly washed away.

capers down the base line, hovering between sec- 
ond and third base like a bird ready to dart in 
either direction.

Down the base line he dashes. The crowd 
is on its feet, yelling frantically, gesticulating 
wildly, shouting encouragement to the run- 
ner. He travels fast, but the ball comes 
whirling at.the third baseman from the 
catcher at apparently greater speed. 

It is a moment of intense excitement. Can 
he beat the ball? Not by running, surely, for 
the sphere is coming straight as a bullet

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suddenly throws himself headlong at his goal, and 
in a cloud of dust grasps it with hungry fingers. 
The third baseman catcheg the bali with the pre- 
cision of long practice and tags the runner. 

Is he safe? Is he out? are the two contradict- 
ing questions uppermost in the minds of the 
crowd. The umpire of bases had stationed him- 
self behind third before the runner had meade his 
frantic dash. Upon his decision rests the fate of 
the home team. To the crowd in the grand stand 
the cloud of dust raised by the athlete acts as a 
screen. Then the umpire wheels and bawls in 
stentorian tones “Safe!” 

All but the strongest voices of the hardened 
rooters are husky by this time from cheering. 
Those whose voices have failed pound madly with 
their feet. Pandemonium reigns for some min- 
utes. In the meantime the pinch-hitter is still 
on duty. The game is far from won. He must 
hit the ball safely so that the runner on third 
base can reach home and tie the score. And he 
proves equal to the occasion. When the fielders 
get the ball into the infield he is perched on first 
base and the dust-covered athlete who stole third 
bas slid to the home plate.

This, with slight variations, is the history of 
many a game of ball. Base running and an 
ability to dare physical injury in sliding won that 
game, as it has won many others. In fact, witwout 
good base runners, who have the art of sliding 
down to a science, few teams, if any, can win. 

Not only have games been won by the speed 
of the men on bases, but pennants as well have 
been decided. 

But even a decade ago, while base running was 
hardly the science it is now, a good base runner 
won many a:game. John M. Ward, the famous 
old ballplayer of the Glants, now a prosperous 
lawyer, was considered by many experts the best 
base runner of hig day. In fact, some claim he 
was the superior of any base runner, past or pres- 
ent. In 1889 Ward practically won the world’s 
championship for New York from Brooklyn by his 
base running. 

Like many other spectacular feats, sliding for a 
base is dangerous. It is dangerous to the man 
sliding, and it is almost equally dangerous to 
the baseman who is at his station ready to hold 
off the runner, Many basemen are spiked during 
the season in the big and little leagues by having 
the cleated shoes of the runner driven into their 
legs.

“They are mostly working 
xeople who live close to here and who make 
probably $1.50 a day. I give them the benefit 
of wholesale prices. But the bulk of the stuff

Women who went to the Ruppel farm with 
their mothers to buy vegetables now take their 
own little daughters when they make their tri- 
weekly visits to the farm.

HE old Romans had an expressive 
phrase which has always been of 
particular significance to the man 
whose life is pent by brick and 
mortar.

although it is often used in the reverse sense 
of bringing city comforts to country homes. 

St. Louis of all the great cities of the 
Umted States is unique in that it has within 
its cornorate limits a larger number of small 
farms than any other. 3 

The value of farming land is gauged by 
the income which it will yield when put to 
its proper purpose; that 1s, the growing of 
crops. If the farms in the city of St. Louts 
were conducted closely on this principle, the 
crops would have to be what ts slanguly called 
the ‘‘long green,’’ or paper money, instead 
of the ordinary green food products.

Now he sends 
it tor the trustees of the estate, and soon he will 
have to vacate it to make room for houses and 
flats. 

This little farm is at the corner of Tower Grove 
and McRee avenues, and its master is Ernest 
Breyer, who has grown and sold vegetables on 
it for a generation, and, rumor says, has grown 
rich there. 

This land is worth about $5000 an acre, but the 
old gardener pays only $224 a year rent for it, 
and grumbles at that. 

Adjoining Breyer’s farm -:s that of John Pschi- 
erer at Old Manchester and Shaw avenues. This 
is 10 acres, for which he pays $360 a year. The 
Shaw estate pays $1380 in taxes or this part of 
the property left by Henry Shaw and gets $584 in 
rent for it. 

Two lines of street cars run past or close to 
Ernest Breyer’s farm, and on two sides it is 
hemmed in by pretentious brick residences. TO 
the east stretches away a tract of land clear to

we raise is sold to butchers, and is delivered 
every afternoon. We don’t go tO market any 
more. We could sell twice the amount we raise 
without doing so.” 

John Pschierer has tilied 10 acres of land west 
of Breyer for 25 years, and is considered well- 
to-do in the neighborhood. His farm presents the 
anomaly of having the fields lighted by street 
gas lamps. His men could, and perhaps do, weed 
the vegetable beds by gaslight. furnished bv the 
city along Old Manchester Road and Shaw ave- 
nue. Across the road from the farmhouse is @ 
parklike stretch north of Tower Grove Park, 
which is as wild almost as when the Indians 
roamed 8t. Louls County. From it comes the 
piping of quail to the men working in the fields 
of vegetables, and in the deep underwoods are to 
be found the trails of small wild animals that 
live there. 

On Arsenal street, near the corner of King’s 
highway, is the small farm of one of the most suc- 
cessful of city agriculturists, who combines the 
growing of green things with the business of 
selling them to a large line of customers. This is 
Anthony Strautmann, who occupies another tract 
of land belonging to the Shaw estate, for which 
he pays a rental/of $200 a year. Mr. Strautmann 
also conducts a profitable vegetable peddi'ng 
business, buying from other sardeners when his

Even the most traveled reader is scarcely 
likely to know where Fonsham is, and it 


would be a waste of time to search for wt on 
the map, because the careless mortals who 
make these guides deal only with towns 
built. for hulking human beings, and have 
therefore omitted to mark ‘‘Fonsham’’ tn 
the County of Surrey, England. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it is in the town of Redhill. 
Perched upon the heights just behind the 
thriving Surrey town is the Boys’ Home of 
the Philanthropic Seciety, the 
grounds of the establishment the lads of the 
home have made the sweetest and most per- 
fect miniature village. one could imagine. 


and an 








FEW years ago any chance 
passer on the deserted country 
lane which leads through the 
Boys’ Farm Home might have 
been anything but delighted by 
viewing over the roadside hedge 
an unsightly sand pit. It real- 
ly became quite an eyesore to 
the good Canon Vine, who pre- 
sides at the Boys’ Home, so he 
decided to make the gaping 
Bandy cavern a thing of beauty and incidentally 
to provide useful and instructive work for the 
boys, The illustrations to this article show bet- 
ter than words can tell how the idea of adding 
beauty has been carried out, while the pride the 
boys take in their marvelous village is good evi- 
dence that the building of it formed no unwel- 
come task. 

I said earlier that I had never seen anything 
to equal thd village of Fonsham, and when I say 
that every house, every path, and every fence is 
exactly like the full-sized ones we giants use in 
everyday life, and that the whole village is on 
the open countryside, exposed to all weathers, 
against which the buildings are proof, I think

my young readers will agree that it would be 
hard to find another such a village. 

You,ecan arrive at Fonsham station if you are 
small enough, and quite a number of Lilliputians 
will be found sfanding around on the platforms, 
but perhaps if you wish to visit the model village 
it will be better to take the train to Redhill and 
walk up in the necessary 10 minutes or so. 

The whole village consists of 26 houses, rail- 
way station, waterway with iron and cement 
bridge and real working locks, a grand little 
Norman church, and an exact replica of the 
ruins of Fountains Abbey, in Yorkshire, built in 
cement. 

Let us imagine for the time being we are Gul- 
livers and visit the Lilliputian village and exam- 
ine sOme of its marvels in detail. The station, 
for instance, is a really astounding piece of boys’ 
work. Everything found in a full-sized station 
is there. Station house, cement platforms, seats, 
engines, carriages, freight cars, s'gnal box with 
every lever and signal workable. The railway 
track stretches out from the station and enters 
a ‘ealistic tunnel. From the station a well-kept 
road leads up toward the center of the village, 
where stands the church. This is one of the

exterior of this sacred edifice I said 
“C>-lendid!” ‘but when I saw the interior I 
said “Marvelous!” for inside the church, the 
tower of which is only about three feet 
high, I beheld a> wealth of miniature detail 
which spoke volumes for the skill and patience 
of the boy workers. Row after row of tiny pews, 
the font and lectern, the beautifully decorated 
altar, and the real chime of bells which ring out 
ac oss the peaceful expanse of the village make 
one itch to possess the village church of Fon- 
sham. Looking up the main street, one recog- 
nizes that our Lilliputian friends have their trou- 
bles like us greater mortals. Some houses bear 
a board in the garden, “To let,” but, as the popu- 
lation increases very, very slowly, these will 
probably always want a tenant, especially as the 


putting up cleaa curtains. It would hardly be an 
English village if a squire did not live there, so 
the boys have prepared his residence with a keen 
insight into the luxuries such a gentleman ex- 
pects. This large house stands in its own grounds 
with gardeners’ cottages and outbuildings, quite 
suitable for the use of a Lilliputian lord. Inside 
the house the furniture is perfect, even to the 
little slate-bedded billiard table which calls for 
the tiny owner to have a quiet “hundred up” 
with his guests. 

The designers and builders of Fonsham were 
modern in their ideas, for a perfect tecreation 
ground with goal posts for football, grand stand 
for crowds of sightseers and a band stand ready 
for the band, all form part of the center of this 
charming fairyland. 

The natural features of the countryside on 
which the village is built are not less perfect in 
conception and construction. The most pictur- 
esque and peaceful stream in the world runs 
through the lower part of Fonsham, with lock 
and weir complete, the water being the home of 
fancy fish which are carefully tended by the boys. 
On the lower reaches of the river a real iron and 
cement bridge spans its waters, over which the 
boys can walk in safety as they make their way 
toward the miniature reproduction of the grand 
old ruins of Fountains Abbey, all cast in cement 
and covered with ivy. Viewing the landscape as 
a whole, the effect is strikingly enhanced by an 
enormous weatherproof painted background, the 
work of one of the boys, which, besides a nainted 
continuation of the village, includes a windmill 
and rocky range of hills topped with trees. 

The record. of the work of the Philanthropic 
Society is little less remarkable than that of its 
Lilliputian village. In more than a hundred years 
the society has been instrumental in reclaiming 
nearly 7000 juvenile delinquents who otherwise 
might have drifted into the habitual criminal 
class. Ninety-one per cent of. the boys who have 
passed through the home are recorded as good 
citizens. One thousand, eight hundred and ninety- 
six of the Jads have gone to fill positions in Brit- 
ish colonies, with credit to themselves and benefit 
to the dominions beyond the seas. The training 
given is two-thirds agricultural and one-third 
technical, so that the lads are just the kind the 
colonies are seeking. Numbers of the boys are 
drafted into the army and more than 300 “old 
boys” served with the field force in South ..frica. 

However, the society suffers from lack of funds 
to carry on its good work, and it has even be- 
come difficult to keep inside the income at its 
disposal.

Dr. Ben Franklin Talks 
About the Statues to 
Our Famous Dead .. 
| ee IRVIN S. COBB. — 
The Sunday Poat-Diepatch Humoriat. 








UT why, my son, did you hap- 
pen to pick on me?” asked 
Dr. Ben Franklin, one of the 
most prominent dead ones of 
history, when I asked him for 
his personal views on the bill 
recently before Congress to 
erect a statue in Washington 
to Samuel J. Tilden. 

“Sir,” I explained, “it’s like 
this. Neither you nor Tilden 
ever held the office of either President or Vice- 

President and neither of you ever served on the 

Supreme Court bench or commanded the army or 

the navy. And, as you have statues scattered all 

over and he has none—that is to say, none erected 
by the nation—I thought perhaps’—— 

“Oh, I see,” said the author of Poor Richard's 
Almanac and How to Put Up Lightning in Bot- 
tles for Family Use, “I see. Well, I trust you'll 
‘mot ascribe it to professional jealousy, but, frank- 
ly, I can’t say I’m very enthusiastically in favor 
of the project.” 

“Why, I supposed you would naturally have a 
very high admiration for Samuel J. Tilden,” said 
I, in some surprise. 

“T have,” said Dr. Franklin. “He’s the only 
Democrat that I can recall who got beaten for 
office after the election, most of the others being 
beaten before it. I regard the late Samuel J. Tii- 
den as a very great man indeed. That’s the rea- 
son why I rather dislike the idea of seeing a 
statue erected in his memory.” 

“I'm -afraid I don’t grasp that line of reason- 
ing,” I said, puzzled. 

"Don’t you?” said Dr. Franklin. “Then you 
were never a close student, I take it, of the kind 
of statues that are erected to our illustrious dead 
in this country. 

“If I had lived a century or so later than I did, 
and were now a famous man stretched upon my 
death bed, and the doctors had done all they 
could and collected all they could, and moved on 
to look for new fields to conquer, so to speak, 
and if the minister had paid his farewell visit and 
bored me for the last time, and if the undertaker’s 
assistant were sitting on the front stoop of the 
house across the street, whistling a cheerful tune 
and twiddling his thumbs, I think I would sum- 
mon up the last of my fleeting strength and call 
my family about me. And when they were all 
assembled, I'd say something like this to them: 

“‘Break the will, if you'd rather give the 
money to the lawyers than keep it yourself. 
Muckrake my past if you will, because, first and 
last, I’ve had quite some past. Publish all my 
private correspondence if you want the world to 
know how foolish an otherwise rational being can 
be when he thinks nobody is looking, and takes 
his pen in hand. But if all or any on) of you 
ever dares to consent that a grateful people shall 
erect a statue in my memory, I'll come hurtling 
out of the silent tomb and haunt the whole bunch 
until- the cows come home.’ 

“That,” went on Dr. Franklin, “is what I 
would say, only I’d put it even stronger. Not fore- 
seeing that the national artistic instin:t would de- 














precautions with my family before I passed away. 
There was another reason—I didn’t have any 
family to warn. I gave such a lot of advice to 
young men in my time in regard to the proper se- 
lection of a wife that I didn’t find time to take 
one myself. And maybe it was just as we. But 
I certainly have suffered a great deal in.the mat- 
ter of the statuary that has been put up from time 
to time and dedicated to me i" the deluded belief

velop along certain lines, I failed to take such 
either that I looked something like it or it looked 
something like me, or both. Except Horace Gree- 
ley and Abraham Lincoln I don’t know of any 
Americans born who've had to put up with as 
much libeling along this line as I have. 

“If they do me in bronse I nearly always look 
as if I’d been turned out by the genius who de- 
signs castings for the legs of kitchen stoves, and 
when I’m wrought in enduring stone, I find on ex- 
amining the completed product that I appear to 
have been blasted out of the quarry in one chunk 
and then trimmed off by one of those experts 
who point up sidewalk curbings. But I guess I 
shouldn’t complain—so far as I’ve taken notice, 
nearly all of the public men of my day seem to be 
in the same fix. 

“When a favorite sor) becomes deceased and the 


nation or the state decides that it should per- 
petuate for posterity those characteristics of his, 
which he wouldn’t have had at all if the beauty 
doctor and the dermatologist had done their full 
duty to him, I have an idea of my own that the 
job is turned over to a commission headed by the 
boss plumber and composed of a journeyman 
steamfitter, a painless dentist and a paving con- 
tractor. Then, as I imagine it, the commission 
starts out to find the right sculptor, always fa- 
voring local talent over the foreign pauper labor 
sculptors of Burope. 

“They find the genius busy with mallet and 
maul and chisel, in the studio where he pursues 
his calling as a blacksmith or a paper hanger by 
day. And they put him through a regular cross- 
examination to make sure he’s had all the qual- 
tfications. 


“Did you ever have any truck with them par- 
ties known as the old masters, such as Mike 
Angelo and others?’ asks the chairman of the 
commission. ‘Never,’ says the artist. ‘Believing 
as I do in patronizing home industries wherever 
possible, I can truthfully say that 1 never had any 
dealings with the persons you name.’ ‘Quite 
right,’ says the chairman. ‘They was mostly Gin- 
neys, anyway, from what I’ve been able to hear 
about them. And now tell me this, me man,’ he 
Says, very severely, ‘How do you stand on the 
open shop question and the eight-hour law?’ 

“And if the genius belongs to the Sculptors’ 
Union, and has a paid-up card in his pocket to 
prove it, they say to him, ‘All right, then, go 
ahead and make up a statue of this here party of 
some durable material to cost about $8000 and 
weigh 9000 pounds. Here’s a picture of him that 


was printed in the Iowa Farm Journal 24 years 
ago, when he was still wearing whiskers, and 
you can get his other plans and specifications 
from the undertaker’s over on Main street. — 

“We'd like to have him dressed in a neat black 
business suit, with a flat-top. derby hat, holding 
a rolied-up speech in one hand and an umbrella 
in the other. Put a bone handle on the umbrel- 
la. And now rush this along and give us a good 
job. And let us know when you get done and 
we'll send a truck and a crew of Hannigan’s safe 
movers up to get him.’ 

“At least,” went on Dr. Franklin, “that is ths 
way I have figured out the situation after study- 
ing a great many statues that are roosting around 
this country. I have a number of them in mind 
now, some of me, and some of other famous 
Americans who didn't have any better luck than 
I did. I suppose you've seen the bronze one of 
Robert Burns up on the Mall in Central Park, 
New York? If you did, you must have dreamed 
about it afterward, and waked up all in a trem- 
ble. I'll bet Cramp’s shipyards never turned out 
anything to equal that statue of Bobby Burns, ex- 
cept the one just across the way, of Sir Walter 
Scott, which is done in the best style of the 
Krupp gun works, I think the two of them are 
located close together so as to act as counter ir- 
ritants to each other. 

“But the ene in front of the Capitol at Wash- 
ington, showing the Father of His Country sit- 
thing in a bath cabinet, is out tn the open, with 
nothing to take the curse off. A cast-iron dog, 
such as the most prominent leading citizen of 
Ashtabula, O,, has on his front lawn, would help, 
or a flock-of terra cotta bunny rabbits, with glass 
eyes, interspersed here and there in the grass 
plot. But there’s nothing to mitigate t spec- 
tacle. 

“And Horace Greeley also stands out alone in 
Greeley Square, suffering from dropsy of the 
whiskers, and I’ve seen several of myself that 
make me look like a retired midwife dressed up as 
an advertisement for Quaker Oats, all except the 
ankles, which were copied off a Norman horse. 
To me, it looks ag if each artist went to a brew- 
ery stable to get the models for my insteps, which 
was a mistake. 

“But there’s one of Abraham Lincoln that’s the 
worst of them all, It makes me shuduer every 
time I run over from Philadelphia to New York 
to pass it up there in Union Square. I deeline 
to believe that anybody ever had legs iike the 
legs the sculptor put on that statue, let alone 
Father Abe. No man endowed with such legs 
would ever have freed the slaves and saved the 
Union and made the Gettysturg address. No, 
sir, he would have been featured with a dime 
museum, wearing knee pants and exhibiting one 
leg for 10 cents or two for 15. 

“Maybe it’s the clothes that mar the general 
effect so often. If the sculptor sculps a states- 
man in the classic costume of a Roman senator 
coming out of a Turkish bath, it’s very embar- 
rassing to the deceased to come back from .the 
spirit world and observe himself exposed on the 
publie square, with nothing on but a sheet— 
which is a situation that every man of any imag- 
ination has dreamed of being in, but wouldn't 
actually care for, e'ther before or after death. 
And if they attire him in a solid marble imitation 
of the kind of clothes he fancied in the latter 
part of his life, including congress gaiters and a 
size 171-2 turn-down collar, the result is perhaps 
more: accurate but not picturesque to any no- 
ticeable extent. 

“Personally, I don’t see much use in putting up 
statues to our distinguished dead, after they're 
dead. If a men’s memory won't live in the hearts 
of his countrymen without a stone slander of him 
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“‘Cramp’sa shipyard never turned out any-

When one of our flyers is 
unloaded from the train it may look all right to 
It ig only the man who is 
thoroughly familiar with its construction who 


can tell at a glance whether any part has been 


weakened. We have no intention of taking any 
ehances with the lives of our drivers.” 

It is probably this intimate acquaintance with 
‘their flyers that gives the pupils of the Wrights 
their confidence. And another reasen lies in the 
caution that the Wrights insist on when one is 
learning to fly. 

The afternoon that Brookins broke the world’s 
altitude record Ralph Johnstone, another pupil, 
went up for the second time. The day before 
he had made his maiden flight, on which flight 
he had not gone over 100 feet from the ground. 

But on his second trip Johnstone, under the 
inspiration of the sight of Brookins’ machine 
several thousand feet above him, climbed to 900 
feet. When he came down P. J. Coffyn, who acts 
ag the captain of the pupils, reprimanded him. 

"You went too high for your second trip,” said 
Don't 
you remember Mr. Orville saying he didn’t want 
you to go at it too fast.” 

_ Johnstone told me afterwards that he had all 
sorts of “funny hunches”. on his first soar to 
a high level. I asked him what he meant. 

“Well, you get wondering what will happen,” 
he said, “if any wire breaks. And then you be- 
gin telling yourself you ought to go down. And 
then you say, ‘here, show you've got nerve; 
there's no danger.’ Sort of weird, talking to your- 
self like that. But I didn't feel at any time that 
1 was in real danger. It's more the thoughts 
you have had all your Jife before of the danger 
of flying.”

THE WRIGHT BROTHERS 
NG BIRD-MEN 


gathered there from all parts of the country was 
of Brookins and his remarkable feats. But as 
the Wrights put their other pupils through 
Startling maneuvers in the air, and sent them up 
in 25-mile winds that made the big white aero- 
planes stagger like racing yachts in a heavy sea, 
the talk was all of the Wrights and their prin- 
ciples of flying, and their methods of teaching. 

The two inventors of Dayton were as reticent 
of their hopes and plans at Indianapolis as they 
have been at other places. But it became evident 
that in thé first exhibition of their pupils the 
Wrights revealed their ambition. They have no 
intention of relying for their prestige on the 
feats of young ,Brookins. Their ambition is to 
prove that their methods of teaching, their 
thorough knowledge of the science of flight, and 
their wonderfully constructed machines, make up 
the foundation of a school of aviation which they 
intend shall turn out aviators without equals in 
the world. 

When the Wrights made their first one-minute 
flight with a heavier-than-air machine they knew 
they had solved the problem of navigating the 
air as birds do. When they announced their dis- 
covery they were ridiculed. Bitterly hurt, they 
\eft Dayton and started their now famous secret 
flights on Devil's Island. Then when foreign 
aviators began making their first hops from the 
ground the Wrights were able to come out and 
prove that they had made, a year previously, 
flights of 20 and 30 miles.

Incidenfally it was learned that very 
remarkable things had been done at the training 
camp at Montgomery. Brookins flew there for 
three hours one moonlight night with Hoxsey as 
a pessenger. 

As a result of these periods of secret progress 
made by the Wrights the aero men throughout 
the country are wondering what they and their 
pupils are going to do next. They have contracted 
to exhibit their pupils at a dozen of the larger 
cities in the country, and the aero experts are 
looking forward to more startling exhibitions 
than those of Indianapolis. . 

The Wrights have now six pupils—Walter 
A, Brookins, Arche Hoxsey, Duval La Chappelle. 
Ralph Johnstone, A. L. Welsh and F. P. Coffyn. 
Before September 1 they intend to have enrolled 
19 more pupils. They will not contract to sell 
an aeroplane with delivery sooner than next 
spring. So it seems as if their intention is te de 
vote their entire time to the exhibition of their 
machines until next spring and then put their 
flyers on the market. '

AIR HELMETS FOR 
SUBMARINE CREWS 


N VIEW of the long series of fatal accidents 
| to submarines, great attention has been 

' given to life-saving devices for use on board 
vYiem in cases of emergency, The submarines of 
the British navy are now almost all equipped with 


fuch devices. 


The chief apparatus, which weighs 16 pounds, —— s 


consists of an airtight helmet, which extends to

Within the helmet is a metal box containing a 
substance called oxylithe, which gives off pure 
oxy when moistened. Two tubes are attached 
to the oxylithe chamber, | 
wearer puts in his mouth, the other into 
the cavity of the helmet near the top. dress 
can be put on without assistance in 30 seconds.

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Frorecast of the Fall Fabrics and Colors Which Manufacturers Are 


Preparing in Anticipation of Fashion’s Demands 





_ T this distance from the new fall season 
A it looks as If there would be consider- 
able change, both in fabrie and color, 
in the new dress goods, particularls 
those selected for the advance trade, says The 
Drygoodsman. With the lower class trade 
the change will be less marked. early in the 
season; but will naturally follow the lead of 
the higher priced goods later on. 
, Makers who are supplying the better trade 
have brought out panne cloths, broadcloths. 
cheviots, diagonals, matt weaves, etc.. for 
street wear; the fancy weaves among these 
being developed in entirely new styles and ef- 
fects. For dressy costumes, filmy fabrics will 
be used, such as voiles, silk warp poplins, 
crepes, marquisettes, etc, These will chiefiy 
be used for the construction of overdresses 
with foundations of contrasting color mate- 
rials to give a changeable effect. 

For the popular trade matters have selected 
serges, cheviots, poplins, foules, taffetas. etc.. 
with a smattering of weaves bearing rougher 
effects. 

In general, the strength of the demand for 
tailored garments w'll call for a wide variety 
of materials suited to their construction, in- 
cluding unfinished worsteds, homespuns and 
mixtures. Plain weaves of ruch curfa: e, soft, 
but firm in weave, will also be of importance. 
Piece-dyed novelties wil} be very much 
wanted. 


Among the serges, the fine French weaves 
will rank high, together with varieties of 
wider wale construction in both plain and 
fancy weaves. There are numerous color com- 
binat'ons, but they are of an unobtrusive 
character, Unobtrustiveness is a character-

fa 1s largely into the favored lines and include 





fine worsteds and heavy weaves, among which 
cheviots and diagonals in plains and fancies 
are of prime importance. The soft, pliable 
eonstruction of these twills offer the best pos- 
sible vehicle through which to express fash- 
ion’s latest ideas for long, graceful draping. 

In the worsted series, as fabrics which lend 
themselves to the demand for use over a foun- 
dation of a different color. are those men- 
tioned above {in plain and fancy weaves. The 
tendency of fashion has placed all pf these 
diaphanous materials in a practical, staple 
position and many new weaves have been 
brought out to meet the demand. 

That mohairs and Sicflians will hold a very 
important place goes without saving, for botb 
‘nave been under extraordinary sale during the 
past (WoO seasons, and thereris no doubt of 
their continuing in a strong position. Both 
are peculiarly adapted to the construction of 
service suits. The extraordinary beauty of the 
season's fabrics and patterns in mohair will 
but add to their desirability. These goods 
will be less lustrous than they have been and 
of finer and, if anyth‘ng, firmer weave. 

It looks now as if dress fabrics will cover a 
much wider range of weaves and patterns than 
ever, and that the sale of medium and Neht- 
weight goods should be very large, with a 
fairly good demand for rough effects and 
Scotches 


Whe it is true that silk styles are not yet 
definitely settled upon, it looks as if satins 
wil] be prominent, if they are not the strong- 
est element in the silk business. This is be- 
cause of the vogue for gowns built upon foun- 
dations. It is also almost certain that unob- 
trusive ribbed and twilled weaves and plain 
weaves of a cashmere variety and peau weaves 
of pliable construction and lustrous finish will 
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be necessary to meet the strong call for fab- 
rics which will readily fall in long, graceful 
lines. 

Silk matérials will follow in construction 
those of wool dress goods: being for fall fully 
as light as those which were popular during 
the past spring season. The whole aim of the 
maker has been to reduce the weight and bulk 
of the materials and to, at the same time. re- 
tain the service-giv'ne qualities of the fabrics. 

Regarding the demand for wash fabrics for 
fall, there is every evidence that it will be 
larger than ever before. The past seasons 
have eiven merchants some idea of the vast 
possibil'ties that there are in wash goods 
for an all the year round practical fabric, and 
they will take advantage of the opportunity 
to sell these goods to a larger extent this fall 
than ever before. The very beauty of the 


goods themselves will greatly aid in rounding.

O more difficult question could be asked 
than, “What is the best way to re- 
fuse a proposal?” There is gencrally
